It is narrated from'Amr bin Ahwas (May Allah be pleased with him), that I heard the 
Messenger of Allah #?, say during the Farewell Pilgrimage: "O people! Which day is the most 
sacred?' (He asked this) three times. They said: 'The day of the Greatest Hajj.' He said: 'Your blood 
and your wealth and your honour are sacred to one another, as sacred as this day of yours, in this 
land of yours. No sinner commits a sin but it is against himself. No father is to be punished for 
the sins of his child, and no child is to be punished for the sins of his father. Satan (Shaytan) has 
despaired of ever being worshipping in this land of yours, but he will be obeyed in some matters 
which you regard as insignificant, and he will be content with that. All the blood feuds of the 
days of ignorance are abolished, and the first of them that I abolish is the blood feud of Harith 
bin c Abdul-Muttalib, who was mused among Banu Laith and killed by Hudhail. All the usuries 
of the days of ignorance are abolished, but you will have your capital. Do not wrong others and 
you will not be wronged. O my nation, have I conveyed (the message)?' (He asked this) three times. 
They said: 'Yes.' He said: 'O Allah, bear witness!' thrice.

And I heard 
him saying: "Whoever performs Tawaf around this House (the Ka ’bah) seven times and he keeps 
track of it, then it is as if he has freed a slave (in reward)." And I heard him saying: "One foot is 
not put down, nor another raised except that Allah removes a sin from him and records a good 
merit for him."

A PRINCIPLE OF ISLAM

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It is narrated from Ibn ‘Umar (May Allah be pleased with them both), A man stood before 
the Prophet jit and said: "Who is the (true) Hajj pilgrim, O Messenger of Allah?" He said: 
"The one with dishevelled hair and clothes covered in dust, moist and sweat." So another 
man stood and said: 'Which Hajj is most virtuous, O Messenger of Allah?' He said: "The one 
where the voice is raised loudly in repeating the Talbiyah, and much blood shed (of the 
sacrifice)." Another man stood and said: "What is 'the means', O Messenger of Allah?" He said: 
"Provisions and a mount."

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It is narrated from Ibn ‘Abbas (May Allah be pleased with them both), that the Messenger of 
Allah, jit said about the (Black) Stone: "Verily Allah shall raise it on the day of Resurrection, 
it shall have two eyes with which it sees and a tongue with which it will speak, bearing 
witness in favour of everyone who kissed it with truth and faith."

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HAVING PROVISIONS & NOT PERFORMING HAJJ 

Hadith 37 
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It is narrated from ‘ Ali (May Allah be pleased with him), that the Messenger of Allah lit said: 
"Whoever has the provisions and the means to transport him to the House of Allah, yet 
he does not perform Hajj (Major Pilgrimage), then it does not matter if he dies as a Jew or 
a Christian (these religions have some similarities with Islam such as monotheistic beliefs, 
established prayers, charity and fasting. However they do not have a similitude to Hajj, thus 
a great difference between them). That is because Allah says in His Book (Al-Qur’an): 'And 
Hajj to the House (Ka bah) is a duty that mankind owes to Allah, for those who are able 
to afford the means (expenses - for one's conveyance, provision and residence)."'
